Governor McCray maintained he 
borrowed $155,000 of this bond is­ 
sue and later repaid it.

LABORATORY TO OPEN IAN. 1 


Largest Aircraft Labratory In World 
In Erection At Philadelphia 


Philadelphia, Oct. 27. —The larg­ 
est aircraft experimental labratory 
in th<* world will he completed and 
in operation at 
the 
Philadelphia 
Navy Yard by January 1, 1924, ac­ 
cording to Captain G. C. Westervelt, 
manager <*f the naval aircraft fac­ 
tory here. 
In addition to the great labratory 
a new 90- acre dying field and hang­ 
ars to house a score or more planes, 
will be ready f«>r use by the first of 
the year. 
The most important section of the 
new labratory will be the dynamome­ 
ter rooms, where instruments can 
measure the conditi«>n. power-output 
and input, and horsepower of mo­ 
tors under the same conditions as 
if the motor was at an elevation of 
55,000 feet above sea level. 
The expension of the naval air­ 
craft factor is in line with Admiral 
Moffett s program for navat air su­ 
premacy. 
The giant dirigible Shen­ 
andoah, formerly the ZR-1, was des­ 
ignated, fashioned and fabricated at 
the navy yard here and put together- 
er at Lakehurst, N. J.

Rush county is given a clean bill 
of health in the rejiorts of 
county 
boards of charities contained in the 
current issue of the Indiana Bulletin 
of Charties and Corrections, issued 
by the Board of State Charities. 
The bulletin also contains, in 
ad­ 
dition to the rej>orts on the condi­ 
tions of county jails and poor infirm­ 
aries, a review* of poor relief extend­ 
ed during 1922 in every township in 
Indiana. 
Regarding Rush county’s institu­ 
tions, the report says: 
“The poor asylum is in better con­ 
dition than ever before. Everything 
clean, an abundance of well cooked 
food, kind treatment 
and 
general 
satisfaction throughout. Population 
30. The board was well pleas«-«! with 
conditions as they found them. There 
was no one in the county jail. Every­ 
thing clean and in good order. 
The report on the asylum herf 
is 
in striking contrast to what it 
ha- 
been for several years 
past. 
The 
boar«! of charities has seldom ever 
ha«l a good word for the institution, 
due to the age of the building and 
its poor state of repair. Many chang­ 
es have been made in the structure, 
however, making it 
more 
sanitary 
and more livable, which resulted 
in 
the report that there 
is 
“general 
satisfaction throughout.” 
Six 
hundred and 
twenty-eight 
persons in Rush county received out 
door poor relief through the town­ 
ship trustees at a total expense ol 
$6,366.96, according to the 
report 
of the state board. Of the 
people 
aided, 328 were men and 390 wer< 
women; 597 were white and 31 u*er< 
colored; «588 were native born Amer­ 
icans and the remaining 40 were un- 
e!as>ifi«*«l. 
IVhere the reasons for aid 
were 
¡veil, they were as follows: Lack oi 
employment, 18; sickness and bur­ 
ials, 87; old age, 0; 
widowed 
and 
non-support, 7; blind or crippled, 3; 
transportation 1. 
The occupations of those 
lielpc«’ 
were classified as follows: Farmers 
0; housekeepers 5; skilled laborers 
1; laborers, 97. In the majority of 
cases, the occupation was not given 
in the report.

Wilkes-Barre, Pa., Oct. 27— The 
‘singing lamp” is the latest inven­ 
tion to aid miners to detect fire damp 
which they fear more than i.ny other 
hazard of 
their 
calling. 
Canary 
birds and animals sensitive to slight 
atmospheric changes have been long 
used for this purpose, but now a 
safety lamp has been invented that 
corallines the 
necessary 
light 
for 
the underground workers and also 
gives ample warning ol the approach 
of the dreaded fire damp. 
Fire damp 
leads 
to explosions; 
breathing it is dangerous and its 
approach is so insidious that the 
damage may be done before jt is 
discovered by the men if they are 
not warned. 
*Safety lamps have lieen in use for 
many years, the Davis lamp, ¡men­ 
tion of a British engineer, being pop­ 
ular, and now another British engin­ 
eer has improved the safety lamp by 
adding a peculiar frame like a hunch 
of tuning forks which is so sensi­ 
tive that even 2* |K*r cent, of fire 
damp in the air will cause them to 
vibrate and sing. 
As the percent­ 
age of fire damp increases the lamp 
sings more loudly, affording ample 
warning. 
The devise has been tried in some 
of the deepest anthracite mines in 
this section jind ^»radical, mining

caught in shallow pools and bayons, 
were in danger of dying if not res­ 
cued. 
The bulk of the imperiled fish were 
taken from backwater known as the 
Collect pond. Using seines the res­ 
cuers took out eight 
large 
truck 
loads of fish among which were 122,- 
500 carp; 120,000 catfish; 29 3,500 
buffalo; 5,000 bluegills; 3,000 rock 
bass; 2,09 0 black bass; and 10,9 00 
mixed v arieties. 
Most of the fish 
were from one inch to 12-niches 
long. 
Probably two hundred thous­ 
and were distributed in waters in 
Parke county and the remainder re­ 
turned to the riv er from which they 
came. 
F’all and spring rains which often 
cause many Indiana streams to ov er 
flow* their channels and spread out 
ov er adjacent lowlands each year 
call for intensiv e rescue work 
by 
the conserv ation, department, which 
in terests itself in not only artificial 
production of fish for stream stock, 
but protects said waters from v iola­ 
tion and then replaces* the aquatic 
life when it leav es nativ e haunts by 
reason of flood conditions. 
The result is that in sev eral years 
work by this department,
